It 
consists of slight skin irritation.

Scientific Justification: 

Pain relievers in general, are anti-inflammatory and may 
interfere with optimization of the potential for detection 
of contact sensitization in this study design. Since inflammation 
is a component of the sensitization response being evaluated, 
introduction of agents that influence an inflammation response 
would most likely interfere with the evaluation of the potential 
of the test article to elicit a sensitization response.
